The Principals of Polytechnics will be the Chief Superintendent for the 
conduct of the examination . All Principals of the Polytechnics should 
accept the Chief Superintendentships and they will not be exempted 
from this work on any account. 

Candidates who have undergone the prescribed course satisfactorily 
in any one of the recognised Polytechnics in this State and who have 
secured the prescribed minimum attendance ie. 80 % and above are 
eligible to appear for the examination . However necessary condonation 
for the shortage in attendance can be obtained for valid reasons from the 
competent authority . 

As per the rules if a candidate fails on more than 3 subjects either 
written or practical he is not eligible for promotion to the next higher class.

Piecemeal appearance will not be allowed : 


Principals of Polytechnic should verify whether the candidate has 
remitted fee for all subjects in which he failed .

If a candidate fails, in the sessional work he should repeat the couerse 
for one year. 

The results of somecandidates ofthe higher class will be withheld irrespect 
tive of the fact whether they have passed or failed or were absent in the 
examination .
